and was backed to 3 to 1. Mr. Wagner bot
J2.70) on the horse, getting- an average of
4 I 1 for his money. Fred Cook, the St.
Louis bookmaker, took H.&00 of the com-
mission, nnd after the race Mr. Wagner
called around and separated Cook from
over $7,000. This is tho largest turn ever
paid off to one horse by a bookmaker on
the local track in recent years. Cook is
credited with having "run a shoestring into
a tannery" In the last few years, and they
bay he now makes tho biggest book of any
jiencller on the Western circuit.
